the use of coal may be denied the use 
of it entirely in favor-o^ those who 
make better use of it. 


We thus see that when labor anc 


material are the limiting factors which 
determine not only our immediate wel- 
fare but our ultimate destiny-as 
nation, the question 
of efficiency 


their use becomes a matter of most 
important public' concern. 


Under these conditions the absolute 


necessity for an accounting 
system 


which lays bareHhe preventable wastes 
becomes evident to all, and the meth- 
ods of the past -which fail to do this 
will soon become as obsolete as a dodo 


In determining, the cost of a manu- 


factured c-rticle, should we include all 
the expenses incurred while that ar- 
ticle is boinjj manufactured, or.should 
we include only those expanses which 
contribute to its production? 


It does not require any knowledge 


of cost 
accounting, 
bookkeeping 
or 


other office art to enable the practical 
man to say that costs should include 
only those expenses needed to produce 
the article in qnestidn, and that those 
persons who insist on including in 
l.heir costs expenses which do not con- 
tribute to the production of the article 
are simply trying to recover from the 
publi; ihrough a higher selling price 
the expanses which they incur through 
inefficiency and -waste. 


All cost flguros may be divided into 


three parts:' 


The expense for material. 
Tho expense for labor. 
Tho overhead expense,'or "burden." 
There is no great difficulty 'about 


getting the expense for material and 
the expense for labor, and most con- 
cerns get these elements quite accu- 
rately, but there is u great variety 
of opinion as to what the "burden" 
charge on any particular work should 
be. • This overhead or "burden" may 
be divided into two parts: 


That which 
is 
incurred 
through 


simple ownership, or rental 
of tho 


plant and keeping it rtady for opera- 
tion. 


That which ij incurred by -operating 


the plant, exclusive of direct labor 
a:id material. 


Analyzing further the moaning of 


the term "burden," we see that the 
first is made up of ownership or ren- 
tal of a number of mnchinas or work 
benches, properly hour.cd. The second 
part consists of the expense of operat- 
ng the various machines, which con- 
lists of power, oil, waste, repair*,, etc. 


Inasmuch as tho rental which we 


should pny for the plnnt is made up 
of the rental o^ the individual mach- 
ines and work spaces, wo must be able- 
to determine the proper 
rental for 


each of these in.order le form an in- 
telligent, idea of the proper rental for 
the.whole plant, tt.-the same.way we 
can determine _the amount-of super- 
vision, power, oi! and waste'needed to 
run these miichiTiPS individually.: 


Working alor.g these-lines^ we are 


able to determine for each machine in, 
the factory both mi .idje-cxpense and 
an operctingr-experjiie'-rate..

Any article m-inufactured en. a ma- 


:hine should undoubtedly. . bear..-the'

during which the machine wa* operated 
on it. 


The expense of maintaining the ma- 


china in Idleness during the time ,it 
was not, operated cannot legitimately 
be charged to the work done while -it 
wag operated, and should be'pu{ into 
another account.

We thus see that every plant has 


two kinds of burden: 
' • 
~ 


That which 
produces 
goods 
and 


which can legitimately be charged to 
the cost of those goods, and 


That which produces- nothing, and 


must .be put into some other account. 


In the past it has been too much 


the fashion to put those two kinds into 
one account and make the product bear 


• both. 
This has led to so much eon- 


fusion and is so evidently wrong that 
il- is- not worth discussion, 
. 


On the other hand, a 


cideration 
of the 
expense 
incurred 


while the plant is idle leads to' -very 
fruitful results: First, through-an at- 
tempt to find out why the plant is 
idle, and then through an attempt to 
eliminate the causes of idleness, which 
arc lack of work, lack of help, lack of 
material, repairs, etc. 
•

Without going into the 
details of 


those .subjects, it may be readily ap- 
preciated what advantages will be de- 
rived from a careful study of these 
causes. 


This general view of the cost ques- 


tion leads to a further simplification 
-of tho problem, which is worthy of 
careful consideration. 
'

• First. 
The expense of owning and 


maintaining'a'certain machine iri. idle-- 
ness properly equipped 
for 
efficient 


operation should be substantially the 
same in any part of the country where 
the machine could be bought at sub- 
stantially the ^ame price. 


Second. 
The amount of power, oil, 


waste and repairs, • and oven supervi- 
sion, of a certain machine should be 
substantially the same in any part of 
the country if it were engaged upon 
•ubitantimlly the some kind of work. 


Following these lines of thought, we 


readily see that a standardization of 
cost methods and of costs is possible, 
which was unsuspected a few years 
ago.
